The Kiel-Kreismann fight for su- 
premacy,in the Republican ipfsmegore 
has been going on nearly ever 
Mayor Kreismann became the chief ex-. 
ecutive ef the city. Jeptha& D. ‘Howe al 
resigned as chairman of the committee 
after the election of Kreismann, and — 
Keil was elected to succeed him. 

Kiel and Kreismann soon fell out over 
the distribution of the patronage. Kreis- 
mann charged that Kiel was dominated 
by Otto F. Stifel, the wealthy brewer, ~ . 
who has long been active in Republican — 
politics. Stifel and Kreismann dis- — 
ugreed over the Terminal-Ranken tract 
bill and othgr matters. 

Nearly a year ago Mayor Kreismann, — 
with the aid of Howe, undertook to re- — 
organize the committee by electing 
someone other than Kiel as chairman. 
Kiel won out-and was elected chairman 
for a period of two years. 

The Kreismann faction got control 
of the committee several months ago, 
and by a majority vote ousted Kiel and © 
elected Jarrett, Kiel contended that the 
action of the committee was illegal, as 
the rvles of the organization provided 
that a two-thirds vote was necessary to 
remove ar. officer of the committee. 

The by-laws also provided. that nd 
amencmént to the rules could be made 
except upon a three-fourths vote of the 
committee.. Under the rujes as they ex- 
isted it was impossible to remove Kiel, © 
as the Kreismann faction had a bare 
majority 

Finally the Kreismann faction de- 
cided to remove Kiel by a’ majority 
vote.

Legal Battle Involving Estate of 
Several Millions Goes to Cal- 


ifornia Supreme Court. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 23.—With a 
court stenegropher’s fee for $30,000 in- 
cluded in the bill, appeal has yn filed 
by attorneys for Pepa de la Veaga, 
from a decision in the lower court 
adverse to her interests, in the contest 
over a will of her sister, Maria C. de 
la Veaga. It is one of the most ex- 
pensive appeals ever carried to the Su- 
preme Court of this State, the docu- 
mentary record consisting of 29 volumes 
of typewritten testimony containing ap- 
proximately 4,000,000 words.

Oranges Cheaper Than Last 
Holiday Season, Say Union 
Market Dealers. 


. The plentiful supply of turkeys has 
put the price within the reach of the 
consumer's pocketbook this Christmas, 
according to merchants at the Union 
Market. 

Turkeys, ducks, geese, cranberries, cel- 
ery, rabbits and nuts are all cheaper. 
There are so many turkeys that the 
price has been cut from 23 cents a 
pound, last Christmas, to 18 cents this 
is even lower 


than at Thanksgiving, when turkeys 


brought 20 cents. 

This 18cent price is for fresh-killed 
birds. The cold storage turkey can be 
purchased for 16 cents at many stalls at 
Union Market. The market men say 4n 
eight-pound turkey is large enough for 
This, at 18 
cents, would cost $1.44. 

Large seedless oranges run from 15 to 
30 cents a dozen, or an average price of 
2% cents. Last season they were quoted 
at 20 cents to 35 cents a dozen. Cran- 
‘berries are 15 cents a quart this year, 
as against 17 cents last Christmas.

2» to 40 cents a bunch. One 2%-cent 
bunch is enough for a family of four.

TREATY FORBIDS 
FAVOR IN USE OF 
PANAMA CANAL 


Pall Mall Gazette Criticises Taft 
for Suggesting Preference to 
American Ships. 





LONDON, Dec. 236-The Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty of 1902 between Great Britain 
and Ireland and the United States is 
quoted today against President Taft's 
suggestion in his message to Congress 
on Dec. 21 that preferential treatment 


should be accorded to American ships 
passing through the Panama Canal. 
After reproducing the clause of Article 
III of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty re- 
lating: that the canal shall be open to 
the vessels of all nations on terms of en- 
tire equality in respect of the condi- 
tions or charges of traffic or otherwise, 
the Pall Mall Gagette comments on 
President Taft’s proposal as follows: 
“It might be good business for the 


trifling difficulty that she has solemnly 
undertaken that she would do nothing 
of the kind. We trust that Sir Edward 
Grey, the British Foreign Secretary, 
will take steps to make the British view 
perfectly explicit and that even British 
Asbassador Bryce at Washington will 
for once show some vigilance on behalf 
of our commercial interests.’ 

Clause 1 of article 3 of the treaty re- 
ferring to the Panama Canal, which 
was proclaimed on Feb. 22, 1902, is tex- 
tually as follows: 

“The canal shall be free and open to 
the vessels of commerce and of war of 
all nations observing these rules or 
terms of entire equality, so that there 
shall be no discrimination against any 
such nation or its citizens or subjects, 
in respect of the conditions or charges 
of traffic, or otherwise. Such conditions 
and charges of traffic shall be just and 
equitable.”

the trial is resumed Tuesday morning. 

District Attorney Wilkerson and Spe- 
cial Counsel James M,. Sheean examined 
half a dozen witnesses and held numer- 
ous conferences during the day. United 
States Senator W. 8S. Kenyon, special 
counsel for the Government, sent word 
that he would be in Chicago Tuesday to 
attend the trial. 

The Government has summoned 300 
witnesses and in addition has a mass of 
documentary evidence to present. The 
indications are that the trial will last 
several months, although the ruling out 


of certain evidence to which counsel for} 


the defense will object may materially 
shorten the proceedings. 
Government Witnesses, 

The prosecution will, it is said, pre- 
sent its case in chronological order, be- 
ginning with the operation of the old 
packers’ pool in 1880, and trace the de- 
velopment of the alleged combination 
through its various stages to the or- 
ganization of the National Packing Co., 
March 18, 19083, which the Government 
contends was the instrument used by 
the defendants in fixing prices and sup- 
pressing competition.

They met Snyder and Johnson and the 
four went to San Francisco by rail and 
thence by boat to Marshfield on Coos 
Bay, on the coast of Oregon, he testi- 
fied. Johnson was the only man who 
knew about the gold, he said, and he 
did not explain to Swinney who buried 
it or how he knew about it. They found 
$4000 in. gold buried in two .jars. under 
a tree, he said, and on the way back 
to Marshfield, Johnson shot and killed 
Kimmel. Swinney killed Johnson, he 
said, and: Snyder and Swinney divided 
the money, 

Swinney also retold half a dozen times 
of his two attempts at train robbery, 
the killing of Wilson, alias Miller; his 
trial and acquittal of the charge, and 
his two terms in the Missouri Peniten- 
tiary.

‘kets to poor invalids and shut-ins and 
others who cannot attend the Post-Dis- 
‘petch Christmas Festival at the Colise- 


un: Monday, was begun at 9 o‘clock Sat- 
uréay morning at the Kinloch Building, 
Tenth and Locust streets, where for 
four days a force of 55 women and Sla« 
men, under the direction of Sheriff 
Louis Nolte and Mrs. A. H. Sippy, have 
been parking them with the good things 
that are to provide Christmas dinners 
in 2400 homes and several good mea's 
after Christmas has passed. 

Iv the distribution as in the packing 
the work was accomplished with tre 
greatest expedition through the perfec- 
tior of the system that has been devel- 

oped during the 12 years that Christmas 
berkets have been packed and distrib 
uted. 

There was a long line of men, women 
and children waiting for the distribution 
to begin. As-each one entered and pre 
sented the card that had been.sent ovt 
by the committee, that one received a 
basket which had been packed with one- 
half peck of potatoes, one pound of 
peaches, one can of tomatoes, one can 
of soup, onions, one pound of coffee, on: 
pound of sugar, one pound of. rice and 
one pound of candy. 

Arranged in great piles were At 
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chickens, 4800 loaves’ of bread and 24v 
stalks of celery, which had been @eliv- 
ered at the building Saturday morning, 
fresh. As there had not been time for 
picking these in the baskets, the re- 
cipients of the baskets passed along tn 
a line and ‘the, chickens, bréad and cél- | 
ery were placed in the baskets. They 
passed out through.another door an’ 
scattered to their homes in 21! parts o 
the city. 
Worked Like Clockwork, 

From the time that the packing began 
Tuesday morning the work progressed 
with the precision of clockwork under 
the direction of Mrs. Sippy and Deputy 
Sheriff Edwin Nolte, brother of Sheriff 
Nolte. In the 10 years that Mrs. Sippy 
nas been looking after the’ packing she 
has gradually perfected her system. 
The supplies that had arrived in bulk 
were assorted, the canned goods counted 
and the coffee, sugar, rice and candy 
carefully weighed and tied in parcels. 
The. potatoes and onions were placed in‘ 

the baskets. The other articles were 
in huge piles around the big building. 

All day Friday the baskets were be- 
ing filled with the groceries and candy. 
They were placed on trucks, which 
were pushed around the room by women 
and girls who had volunteered. The 
trucks were first pushed to a young 
woman who placed a sheet. of- paper 
over the vegetables that partially filled 
the baskets and on top’of that placed a 
card wishing the recipient a merry 
Christmas. 

All Baskets Inspected. 

The trucks were then wheeled from 
one station to another around the room 
and volunteers placed the different ar- 
ticles in them as they passed. All day 
long there was an endless procession of 
trucks around the room and the baskets, 
as fast as they were filled, were piled 
near the Tenth street entrance for dis- 
tribution. 

In all 8000 pounds of candy was 
weighed and tied In packages. For the 
Coliseum festival 11,000 packages were 
prepared, each containing over half a 
pound. Twenty-four hundred packages 
each containing a pound were prepared 
for the Christmas baskets. 

All of the baskets, before they wer¢! j, 
piled up for distribution, were inspected 
by Mrs. Dr. J. A. Dixon to see that they 
had been properly filled and that the 
parcels were all well tied.

A divorce suit against _Mrs. Lillian 
Kuhl, who once was the champion wom- 
an bowler of St. Louis, was filed Satur- 
day in the Circuit Court by Warren E.

Kuhl says he operated a bowling allew 
at Grand avenue and Arsenal! street in 
1908 and 1909, and that while he was at- 
tending to business at the a.c¢y, his 
wife went motoring and visited wine- 
rooms with other men. She spent her 
afternoons drinking, he alleges, and re- 
fuscd to prepare supper for him when 
1¢ returned home in the evening., 

The petition sets forth that Kuhl left 
his wife in 1908, but returned to her in a 
week on her promise not to annoy him 
further. 

In 1908, Kuhl alleges, Mrs. Kuhl be- 
came infatuated with a man named 
Louis Waldecker and insisted that Wal- 
decker. who had separated from his 
wife, be permitted to rent a room in the 
Kuhl flat. Kuhl says his wife induced 
him to consent to this. 

A divorce suit filed by Mrs. Kuhl was 
heard by Judge McQuillin about two 
years ago. 

While the case was under advisement, 
Mrs. Louis Waldecker presented to the 
Judge certain information which result- 
ed in a re-opening of the case. A de- 
cree was denied Mrs. Kuhl and the 
Court of Appeals recemtly affirmed 
Judge McQuillin’s ruling. 

Mrs. Waldecker was granted a divorce 
in June, 1910. She alleged that Mrs. 
Kuhl had broken up the Waldecker 
home. 

The Kuhls were married in January, 
1906, and- separated in August, 1909, ac- 
cording to the petition. Kuhl says his 
wife is not now a resident of St. Louis.

LIBRARIES BARRED BOOKS 


Millionaire’s Daughter Wrote 
“‘The Social Lion’”’ and ‘‘The 
Golden Ladder.’’

CHICAGO, Dec. 23.—The last memory 
friends and relatives will have of Mrs. 
Margaret Horton Potter Black, the nov- 
elist, daughter of Orrin W. Potter, one 
of Chicago’s first millionaires, will be 
her thoughtfulness of them. She died at 
the Chicago Beach Hotel from an over- 
dose of chlorodyne. 

For several days before her death she 
had been busy buying and addressing 
Christmas presents, and her list w@gs 
complete when she took the drug which 


ended her life. 

Her apartments at the hotel were 
filled with packages wrapped and ad- 
dressed to friends in the city ready for 
delivery tomorrow. 

These packages will be delivered as 
she had planned, her brother and maid 
having taken charge of them and ar- 
ranged for the distribution, believing 
that such would have been the wish of 
the dead writer. Mrs. Black begah 
writing at the age of 16. 

Was an Able Writer. 

Before she was 18 she had gained a 
reputation not only as an author of 
ability, but as the producer of some of 
the most daring efforts at novel writing 
that had been presented to the American 
reading public. She received her educa- 
tion mostly in Chicago schools, but early 
began writing her own ideas instead of 
endeavoring to absorb those of others. 

Several of her books were barred from 
public libraries and her father spent a 
large sum of money to suppress the 
issue of one which was particularly 
scathing in its attack on society. 

Her first full length novel was ‘‘The 
Social Lion.’’ It caused a _ sensation. 
In dramatic form it was presented to 
Richard Mansfield, who for several sea- 
sons considered producing it. 

“Golden Ladder” Barred, 

This book was followed by another 
sensational expose of society entitled 
‘“‘Uncanonized.’’ Then came “The House 
of de Malley,’ considered by some her 
most powerful novel. 

‘‘The Golden. Ladder,” her next novel, 
was barred by the Detroit public library 
and severely criticised in other quar- 
ters. 

By some it was regarded as being 
even more broadly suggestive than Ber- 
nard Shaw’s “Mrs. Warren’s Profes- 
sion.’’ Other novels by her were ‘The 
Princess’’ and ‘“‘The Genius.’”’ 

‘‘What do I care about the public or 
libraries or anything,’’ she said, a short 
time before she was adjudged insane. 

“I write from my soul and what 
pleases me, and I care not whether I 
ever get a book on a library shelf.’’

MORSE WILL DIE 
INLESS SET FREE 
CIIRPEONS REPORT 


Condition of Ice King Convict in 
Military Hospital Is 
Critical. 











ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 2%3.—Charles W. 


Morse, the New York banker, must re- 
gain his freedom within a very short 
time or he will die. 

This is the effect of a report prepared 
and sent to Washington after a confer- 
ence yesterday of local physicians and 
military surgeons at Fort McPherson, 
where Morse was removed from the 
Federal penitentiary for treatment. 

Morse is not holding his own, accord- 
ing to the medical men. His condition, 
it is said, was not so good as it was 
yesterdgy after the detailed examina- 
tion. The fact that the army eurgeons 
called several civilian practittoners into 
the case is regarded as an indication 
that the banker is considerably worse 
than when taken from the prison, 

The post surgeons sent a report to the 
Adjutant-General at Washington last 
Saturday for transmission to the De- 
partment of Justice, in which it was 
asserted that the prisoner had madeno 
improvement under treatment. 

On Monday advices from the capital 
said the President and Attorney-General 
Wickersham would take no action on 
Morse’s application for commutation. 
His friends expected he would be set 
free during the holidays. Wickersham 
is on his way to Panama. 

While the report sent in is confiden- 
tial as far as the military physicians are 
concerned, its contents became known. 


President Is Watching the Condition 


of Morse. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—No confirm- 
ation as to the extreme seriousness of 
Charles W. Morse’s condition had been 
received in Washington today. At the 
White House it was said President Taft 
would keep in close touch with Morse’s 
condition through Acting Attorney-Gen- 
eral Fowler, and that the absence of 
Attorney-General Wickersham would 
make no difference in the President's 
course if unofficial reports proved cor- 


rect.

N “Love’s Crucible,’’ an auto acci- 

| dent in which the principal charac- 

ter comes near losing her life, fur- 
nishes the means whereby she eventual- 
ly finds her own soul—lost in her early 
young womanhood through a maze of 
circumstances that it takes years of toil 
and self-sacrifice to atone for. Mary 
Shepardson Pomeroy, the author, has 
the foundation for an absorbingly inter- 
esting story, which she at times de- 
velops into its fullest possibilities, but 
makes the mistake of allowing the sim- 
ple story of the lost soul to develop into 
many different branches, and _ each 
branch to broaden into a prime feature 
of the original narrative. 

In following the story through its va-
